"Yes," said thcj, judge, "and I regret 


my leaving very.much, but then it will 
he, a relief. I entered this court room 
when I was a young man 
and have 


spent 54 years here. For 28 years I sat 
down there (pointing to 
the clerk's 


desk) and for the past 26 years I have 
presided over the court. I have met 
thousands of people and passed upon 
thousands of cases while occupying my 
present position. It is a trying one, to 
say the least, to act as a judge of a 
police court. It is not like occupying 
th'j bench of the superior court for in 
the upper court the. responsibility is 
divided between the. 12 men on the jury 
and the judge. In tho 
police 
court 


there is no jury, the entire responsibil- 
ity being on the judge. 


"My 
position 
brought me in close 
close contact with the people and 
I 


have tried to,perform my duty in a 
conscientious manner, trying to deal 
fairly with everyone, and as to whether 
or not I have succeeded in doing so you 
gentlemen are, the'better judges.. There 
are many trying difficulties with which 
I have had to contend, hut I always 
acted as my conscience dictated. 


"Since 1 took this position 2G years 
ago. my office door has always been 
open to receive people who have come 
to me for advice. 1 have many family 
secrets in my mind, but they will al- 
ways remain there, for I can honestly 
say that I never did or will divulge any 
of those secrels. 


"The average life of man is'three 
score and ten years and already 1 have 
been working ten years longer 
than 


that and I believe that I have earned a 
rest. 


"My wife is in poor health and for 


many years past I have been unable to 
be with her as much' as I would like 
to. Then again my faculties are not 
a.s keen as they were years ago. Sev- 
eral years ago my eyes started to trou- 
ble me nnd last year I went to an eye 
specialist In Boston and he told me— 
he had to tell me—that I had cataracts 
or. both eyes, but he said that I would 
retain my eyesight until I. died. 
My 


right eye is ralher dimmed lint it does 
not cause me mush bother. Then again 
I have a trouble which is hereditary; 
that is deafness. I don't mean to say 
that I am deaf by any moans, but my 
hearing Is not as good as it used to 
be. As to my mental faculties I will 
leave you to determine whether or not 
they are impaired."

F the early football games are any 


criterion of what- may bo cxpect- 
od the followers of the strenuous 
gridiron Kamo aro to witness ft 


high development of kicking this year. 
With the season only a few weeks old 
the brilliant work of the toe men has 
played a conspicuous part In winning 
many games and haa actually swung 
the balance to several hard fought 
battles. 


Despite the lessening of the value of 


tho field goal, so far as points are con- 
cerned, each year seems to make the 
aerial game more Important, and the 
team which has not a man capable of 
punting from thirty-five to fifty yards 
and placing field goals Is hardly con- 
ceded a. chance at championships. 


Although punting does not count In 


the scoring, it Is coming more and 
more to be regarded as one of the most 
essential departments of a team's 
game, even more Important than field 
goal kicking. 


With the uncertainties of ground 


gaining In the open game, punting 
Increased tremendously in Importance. 
Forward passes are at best unreliable 
ground gainers, while it la almost Im- 
possible to gain consistently on line or 
end plays. The flays when a heavy or 
strong team could sweep irresistibly 
down the field toward an opponent's 
goal have passed, for even lhe weak- 
est eleven Is able to check a. heavier 
team If its defense is worked out prop- 
erly. With the uncertainties of ground 
gaining under tho new rules It has be- 
come almost habitual for a. team to 
kick on Its third down In case it has 
more than a yard or two to gain. 


There Is nothing more discouraging 


than for a team to lose the gain of ten 
minutes of fierce play simply through 
the ability of a player of the opposi- 
tion to send tho oval twisting and 
hurtling high In the air back to the 
place from which the march began. A 
fair team may make such a march 
once, a good one twice, but it takes 
the exceptionally well coached and 
strong hearted eleven to try time after 
time, realizing that the slightest Blip 
on the part of their offense leaves an 
opening for the Opposing team to put 
the hall back to the starting line. 


It is on this account coaches are 


drilling their men in the art of catch- 
Ing punts. So far the east has shown 
tho way to the west In this, with, the 
exception of the cases of a few men. 
To the eastern player the catching of 
punts in tho west is crude in the ex- 
treme, but the western coaches are 
handicapped by inability to secure men 
upon whom they can rely to handle tho 
oval without Si bobble. When a really 
clcvor handler of the ball, such as 
Eckersall or Steftcns, appears It is 
demonstrated western work is fully as 
good as the eastern. 


Eastern tutors, with tho wealth of 


material, consider that men sent back 
to get tho squirming and twisting oval 
are sure of themselves under any con- 
ditions. Tho effect of this Is seen in 
every gatno. Where the western men 
run forward to meet the ball In its de- 
scent, often reaching tho place where 
tho ball la to drop two or three seconds 
ahead of the oval and are forced to 
stand there awaiting It, eastern backs 
get the ball on the run, using the two 
or three seconds wasted by the west- 
erner* In waiting to deceive the on- 
coming «nd« of the kicking team.

The shots from tha warships fell 
nde of tho mark and failed to dis 
odgft a rebel field Run which had been 
nade the special object of attack. 
When the republican scouts reached 
lie imperial camp they found it de- 
erted but suspicious of a-ruse,

At the conclusion of this morning's 


session of the police court the lawyers 
and newspapermen 
present 
gathered 


around Judge Hadley and 
expressed, 


regret at his leaving the court which 
he had presided over for so many years

manner. 


"Yes," said the judge, "and I regret 


my leaving very much, but thc-n it will 
be a relief. I entered this court room 
when I was a young man and have 
spent 5-i years here. For 28 years I sat 
down there (pointing to 
the clerk's 


duok) and for the past 2C years I have 
presided over the court. I have met 
thousands of people and passed upon 
thousands of cases while occupying my 
present position. It is a trying one, to 
say the least, to sic! as a. judge of a 
police court. It is not like occupying 
tlu: bench of the superior court for in 
the upper court the responsibility is 
divided between the 12 men on the jury 
and the judge.

United States census report for 3003 (tho last one available) shows 
that in that year in Pennsylvania alone, 2450 people died oC ty- 
phoid, 1920 of diphtheria, 8703 of tuberculosis and that £1026 infants 
undor 2 years of ugo died of infantile diarrhoea, a total mortality ot 
22,099 from only four preventable diseases In only one state. So 


. ' 
accustomed are wo to these enonnous losses through familiar dis- 
eases that we accept them as a matter of course and as tho inevit- 
able lot o£ mankind. Yet each of these diseases is as preventable 
as was tho Austin flood. 


It is true that much can bo done in the line of preventing

diseases but such prevention can be accomplished only after long and

:he revolutionists at Hankow declare 
.hat they have captured tho riverside 
mcl railroad station, after 
which all 


ho Chinese warships retreated with 
lie exception of one cruiser, which se- 
eded to the rebels. The retreat of tho 
essels la confirmed by other despatch- 
s which state that tlio gunboats are 
en-eating. The conduct of the rebels 
t Hankow is reported to be exem- 
lary. Martial law is being enforced. 
Tho run on the banks hero has stop- 
ed, but the native banks are una.blo to 
ay their outstanding checks and busl- 
ess Is at a standstill.
